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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 1 is vague and indefinite. On lines 1-2, the phrase "supporting a secondary 
roll, in a safe and convenient manner" is unclear. What constitutes a "safe and convenient" 
manner? "Safe and convenient" as compared to what other type of support? On lines 8-9, the 
phrase "the secondary spindle being axially adjustable to allow convenient coupling..." is 
unclear. What constitutes a "convenient" coupling? "Convenient" as compared to what other 
type of coupling? On lines 3, 7, and 14, what is the difference between these "primary 
spindles"? Are they one in the same or are they three different spindles as the claim implies? 
On lines 1-2 and 16, what is the difference between these "secondary rolls"? Are they one in the 
same or are they two different secondary rolls? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Boone (U.S. 
Patent No. 3,830,198).

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With respect to Claims 1 and 2, Boone, Figure 10, teaches a pair of secondary spindle 
support holders 64, each having an upper end with an upper aperture adapted to receive there 
through a primary spindle 68, each of the support holders having an intermediate aperture 
adapted to receive and support a secondary spindle 128 and a pair of cross bars 122, 126. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U S C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 US C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Boone 
(US. Patent No. 3,830,198). 

With respect to Claims 1-5, Boone, Figure 10, teaches a dual toilet paper holder 
comprising a secondary spindle 128, the secondary spindle being axially adjustable; a pair of 
secondary spindle support holders 64; a pair of cross bars 122,126. Boone teaches all the 
elements of the dual toilet paper holder except for the cross bars having an inverted U-shaped 
recesses. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to replace the 
mounting of the cross bars with U-shaped slots instead of rigidly mounted because such would 
facilitate the assembly of the roll support.
